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Representative Martin Dies (D.), of 
Texas, chairman of the House Committee 
on un-American Activities, told the na- 
tion in a radio speech last night that 
it is the people’s duty to preserve democ- 
racy at home while American soldiers 
are fighting for it abroad. 


Dies said that he has received thou- 
sands of letters and telegrams from 
Americans in every state indorsing his 
committee’s work since he asked for the 
public’s reaction in a radio address on 
February 24. 


“MAKE NO MISTAKE” 


“Let us make no mistake about this,” 
he said last night. “Our soldiers are 
not fighting for bureaucratic government 
nor socialistic schemes nor power-hungry 
politicians, nor an American brand of 
fascism. 


“They are fighting and dying to pre- 
serve and strengthen the American Re- 
public established by the Constitution of 
our country. It will be treasonable if 
their sacrifices should turn out to have 
been in vain. It is your duty and my 
duty to see that this does not happen, 
and that this nation under God shall not 
perish from the earth.” 


Dies charged that there is a well or- 
ganized campaign of abuse, which has 
been directed against the committee 
since it was established, and which is 
now increasing in bitterness. Full page 
advertisements against the committee’s 
work, he said, are being published in 
newspapers throughout the land by op- 
posing organizations. 


“MANY DIFFERENT SPECIES” 


“There are many different species of 
termites,” Dies said, “and many different 
species of human termites. In describing 
termites, the Department of Agriculture 
in one of its bulletins said: 


“Due to their subterranean habits, in- 
sidious methods of attack and often 
countless numbers, termites are very dif- 
ficult to destroy. Always coming up 
through underground galleries, they work 
under cover, avoiding exposure to the 
light, so that the damage is often hid- 
den until beyond repair.’ 


“This language also accurately de- 
scribes the human species of ideological 
termites that are undermining the foun- 
dation sills of this republic. Different 
species of these human termites mas- 
querade under different names and pro- 
fess different brands of totalitarianism. 


“Some of them specialize in attacking 
the foundation sills of religious liberty 
and individual rights upon which the 
whole structure of our republic rests. 
Others seek to destroy the pillars of free 
enterprise and individual initiative which 
support the framework of our constitu- 
tional system. 


“INFILTRATE BUREAUS” 


“Others, under the guise of democracy, 
or liberalism, or trade unionism, infil- 
trate Government bureaus, the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties, and the 
great trade unions of our nation, so that 
they can carry on their destructive work 
without danger of detection of molesta- 
tion. 


“Still others establish front organiza- 
tions with high-sounding names and pop- 
ular objectives to serve as baits to lure 
and deceive gullible people and profes- 
sional joiners. They are all engaged in 
the common enterprise of undermining 
the republic.” 


Representative Dies said his committee 
is fighting the nation’s enemies at home 
by exposing them.

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The Ministry Of The Prophet

VERY true Minister of the Gospel is, 

in a sense, a Prophet to his genera- 
tion. His message is energized with 
that penetrating quality called “Unc- 
tion.” It is: his duty to probe the con- 
science of the people, rebuke, admonish 
and instruct in righteousness. 


The Prophet preaches with an eye 
single to God’s glory, the attitude of his 
hearers being a matter of secondary 
concern. It is customary for evil gen- 
erations to “stone the prophets.” Their 
work is seldom appreciated until after 
they are gone. Then monuments are 
erected to their memory. 


The years of Elijah’s prophetic min- 
istry included an era of national deca- 
dence under the reign of Ahab and 
Jezebel. He played the role of a true 
Prophet, and his loyalty to God in times 
of stress is an inspiration to his twen- 
tieth century spiritual descendants who 
may some times feel they have “a hard 
row to hoe.” 


Ahab was of the Omri dynasty and 
ruled Judah during the years B. C. 875 
—853. Jezebel was a profligate char- 
acter, a heathen princess, the daughter 
of a neighboring king named -Ethbaal. 


Being an energetic and positive type 
of person, she acquired complete con- 
trol over her vacillating husband. Under 
her management, the worship of Phoeni- 
cian idols, especially the sun-god Baal, 
was introduced into the kingdom. Dur- 
ing this period, the Israelitish nation be- 
came galvanized in a state of moral and 
Spiritual apostasy. 


A temple to Baal worship was erected 
in Samaria. Pagan altars were placed 





inside the structure. A grove was also 
made, as a place for immoral orgies, 
where human depravity went rampant, 
and Baal’s companion goddess Ashtoreth 
was worshipped. The God consciousness 
was largely lost to the people, due to 
false and wicked leadership. “Where 
there is no vision, the people perish.” 


ORIGIN OF BAAL WORSHIP 


Baal worship in Elijah’s day, stemmed 
from the pagan mythologies of ancient 
Babylon. The systems of perverted 
thought which the Prophet so vigorously 
opposed, still linger in the world, and 
may be noted in certain ecclesiastical or- 
ganizations and occult orders of the 
twentieth century. Even Christianity, 
in its external, organizational aspect, 
has not been spared the infiltration of 
this poison. In early times, our faith 
inherited certain marks of paganism, 
due to the fact that weird Babylonian 
ideas became diffused over the whole 
earth. 


The mythologies of ancient Egypt, 
Rome and Greece .. . the Talmudism of 
international Jewry the pagan 
ideologies which permeated Palestine 
and Asia Minor before Christ’s time, 
with headquarters in the city of Perga- 
mos, all had their rise in Babylon. 


The origin of these systems takes the 
student back to the period immediately 
following the Deluge. From Noah’s sons 
Ham, Shem and Japheth came the three 
branches of the human family. The 
Hamites were the first to take the ascen- 
dency. They ruled for several hundred 
years. 


One of their number, a vicious crea- 


heaven.” 





ture called Nimrod, became leader, mas- 
ter and demigod. Among other things, 
he invented an esoteric scheme whereby 
he and his wife Semiramis, were deified. 
A pagan priesthood was established for 
the propagation of demonic “mysteries,” 
through which control over the mind, 
conscience and imagination of the people 
was exercised. 


An examination of these basic “mys- 
teries,” expanded into the mythologies 
which appeared later, shows that Satan 
used them in an attempt to counterfeit 
everyone of the cardinal doctrines even- 
tually manifested in the Christian re- 
ligion. Semiramis even claimed that she 
gave birth to a child by supernatural 
procreation, thus counterfeiting the 
prophecy and promise regarding the 
Virgin Birth of the coming Redeemer, 
made to the human race after the fall 
of man. 


Ashtoreth, the female deity of Baalism 
in the days of Elijah, was the mythologi- 
cal incarnation of Semiramis. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Hislop, the word “Ashtoreth” 
means, “The woman that made the en- 
compassing wall”—a phrase which, based 
upon his research, identifies this deity 
with the wife of Nimrod. Diana wor- 
ship, in New Testament times, originated 
from the same source. 


Semiramis was also known by the 
title “Ishtar,” meaning “queen of 
Ancient Babylon observed an 
annual festival, which bore this title. 
Centuries later, when the triumph of our 
Lord over the tomb became an event to 
be commemorated each year, the Baby- 
lonian name was employed—“Ishtar,”

PROPHETIC DENUNCIATION 


NECESSARY 


With the ascension of Ahab and Jeze- 
bel to the throne of power, worship 
switched from the one true God, to Baal. 
“And Ahab did evil in the sight of the 
Lord above all that were before him. 
And he reared up an altar for Baal in 
the house of Baal, which he had built in 
Samaria.” 


Who can imagine the mingled feelings 
of the Prophet while these changes were 
taking place? More than any other per- 
son in the kingdom, Elijah was pained 
by the forces of disintegration at work 
about him. Imagine how he felt, gazing 
upon the temple erected to the worship 
of Baal. Imagine how he felt, walking 
in the vicinity of the grove of Ashtoreth. 
He knew where these idolatrous prac- 
tices originated. He knew where they 
would eventually take the people. Un- 
like those around him, his _ prophetic 
vision made it possible for him to see 
“beyond the end of his nose.” 


God has His prophets, faithful mes- 
sengers, in the world today — courage- 
ous souls who refuse to bow the knee to 
Baal. These men and women, God-called 
and God-anointed, are nauseated by 
many practices which they daily observe. 
They refuse to compromise with wrong, 
no matter the cost. They recognize evil 
omens and cannot be optimistic about to- 
morrow, seeing that God’s truth is being 
spurned today. 


Prophets observe the drift of their 
times, cry out against evil, denounce per- 
sonal and national sins, and frequently 
fee] the lash of persecution. But their 
faces remain set like flint for the de- 
fense and promulgation of the message 
which they know to be God-given. They 
despise Baal and all his trappings. As 
in the days of Elijah, their voices are 
heard above the din and turmoil of the 
wicked generation in which they live. 
The faithful Prophet shows little con- 
cern over material compensation. His 
primary concern has to do with matters 
of greater importance. Whether enjoy- 
ing prosperity or suffering adversity, he 
proceeds with the task which divine in- 
spiration has placed before him. 


So strong was the tide of corruption 
in Ahab’s day that it appeared as if 
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knowledge of the true God might be en- 
tirely lost to the nation. Elijah proved 
himself a man suited to the emergency. 
He dared even oppose the royal power 
of the King, when conscience so directed. 
His efforts to retain many countrymen 
in the faith were successful. 


PAUSING AT CHERITH 


Elijah knew that the time would come 
when the forces of good and evil, 
Jehovah and Baal . . . would meet at 
close grips and lock themselves in mortal 
combat, a life and death struggle. He no 
doubt discerned intuitively that this 
would be the greatest test of his career 
as a Prophet. Such an event demanded 
careful preparation. Nothing must be 
tolerated in his nature that might in any 
way inhibit the outflow of God’s omni- 
potent power which was waiting to be 
released, at the proper time, through the 
prophetical message. 


Lightning was destined to strike at 
Mount Carmel. Elijah was ordained to 
play an important part in the drama. 


Rising to his full height, conscious of 
the power that he possessed, sickened 
with the sights his eyes beheld, depressed 
over the moral and spiritual degradation 
of the people, he administered a final 
and stern rebuke to the rulers of the 
royal palace. Thereupon, he turned 
abruptly, and with staff in hand, retired 
to the quiet banks of the brook Cherith. 
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The word of the Lord came to him, say- 
ing, “I have commanded the ravens to 
feed thee there.” 


The bottom of this brook is reported by 
travelers to be one of the wildest ra- 
vines in that part of the world. The 
traditional sight is now known as Wady 
Kelt, a wild glen which runs into the 
Jordan valley. Here, Elijah had plenty 
of time for prayer, retrospection and 
communion with Jehovah—thereby 
gathering renewed spiritual strength for 
the arduous duties ahead. 


Cherith became to the Prophet, what 
Gethsemane was.to the Master. Elijah 
paused at Cherith to renew his strength 
before making his final drive against 
Baal, even as our Lord paused to renew 


,His strength in the Garden just prior to 


the struggle of the Cross. Elijah faced 
Mount Carmel. Christ faced Mount 
Calvary. 


The absence of rainfall, a condition re- 
sulting from divine decree, caused great 
suffering in the land. The physical needs 
of the Prophet were met, as someone has 
said, by “colored servants.” Birds of 
glossy black color “brought him bread 
and flesh in the morning, and bread and 
flesh in the evening; and he drank of 
the brook.” 


During recent weeks, praying Chris- 
tians in the United States, have read 
with joy, the experience of Captain Eddie 
Rickenbacker, whose prayers for food 
were recently answered by a miracle in 
southern seas. It was on October 22, 
1942, that he and seven others took off 
by plane from the west coast. In mid- 
ocean, the machine went bad, and 
crashed into the water. The flyers baled 
out in tiny rubber boats. Twenty-four 
torturing days followed, drifting about, 
at the mercy of the waves. 


Finally saved and back home, Captain 
Rickenbacker gave his testimony to 
newspaper men at Washington. He said: 
“We organized little prayer meetings in 
the evening and morning. Frankly and 
humbly we prayed for deliverance. 
Then we prayed for food.” 


Glancing directly at* the newsmen, 
speaking in a low, slow voice, touched by 
emotion, he continued: “If it wasn’t for 
the fact I had seven witnesses, I wouldn’t 
dare tell this story because it seems so 
fantastic. But within an hour after 
prayer meeting, a sea gull came and 
landed on my head.” Then, he explained 
how, on the verge of starvation, they ate 
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the bird raw, using parts of it for bait,’ 


with which they caught two fish, and 
also ate them raw. This miracle saved 
their lives. 


Believers, reading about the incident, 
of course thought of Elijah’s experience, 
being fed by ravens. The God of Elijah 
lives today, and cares for His needy 
children. 


VICTORY AT MOUNT CARMEL 


As usual, the Prophet was accused of 
being a troublemaker. “Art thou he that 
troubleth Israel?” was the question 
Ahab put to Elijah after the latter re- 
turned from Cherith. 


You annoy us Elijah! Leave us alone 
in our sin and degradation. Leave us 
alone in our temples of false worship 
and groves of immorality. Leave us 
alone in our weakened, debauched, 
drunkened state. Leave us alone with 
our seared conscience and loss of spirit- 
ual values. Do not disturb us. Let us 
sleep on, in our sin and depravity. 


Prophets, revivalists and religious en- 
thusiasts are thorns in the flesh to 
wicked leadership. The prophetic mes- 
sage always probes the conscience, and 
persons engaged in evil practices, usual- 
ly prefer not to be disturbed. Hence, they 
persecute the prophets. 


“Art thou he that troubleth Israel?” 


To which the courageous Elijah re- 
plied: “I have not troubled Israel; but 
thou, and thy father’s house, in that ye 
have forsaken the commandments of the 
Lord, and thou hast followed Baalism.” 


Then came the Prophet’s challenge, 
recorded in I Kings, chapter 18. Permit 
the people to assemble at Mount Carmel. 
Choose 450 prophets of Baal from the 
filthy groves and Jezebel’s table. “How 
long halt ye between two opinions? if 
the Lord be God, follow him: but if Baal, 
then follow him. Then said Elijah unto 
the people, I, even I only, remain a 
prophet unto the Lord.” 


Two altars will be made. Let bullocks 
be dressed and placed upon each. There 
Shall be no fire under either altar. “Call 
ye on the name of your gods, and I will 
call on the name of the Lord: and the 
God that answereth by fire, let him be 
God. And all the people answered and 
said, It is well spoken.” , 


Fair enough! Let the Baalites proceed. 








“From morning even until noon,” they 
cried, “saying, O Baal, hear us.” “But 
there was no voice, nor any that an- 
swered. And they leaped upon the altar 
which was made.” 


Elijah had perfect assurance as to the 
outcome. Indeed, he had been to Cherith. 
So confident was he, that he could risk 
being cynical with his adversaries. “Cry 
aloud, peradventure your. god sleepeth, 
and must be awakened,” said he. Mount 
Carmel’s brow was torn with bedlam. 
The false prophets even lascerated their 
flesh. They screamed and engaged in 
every conceivable contortion. Nothing 
happened. No flame appeared beneath 
the altar of Baal. 


Elijah stepped forward, knelt reverent- 
ly and prayed one of the shortest prayers 


ever recorded, consisting of only 63 
words. “Then the fire of the Lord fell 
and consumed the burnt-sacrifice, and 
licked up the water that was in the 
trench.” Because Elijah did his work in 


quired at Carmel. 


The false prophets were destroyed. 
Baalism received a mortal wound. 
Elijah’s kingdom was eventually visited 
with a spiritual revival, due largely to 
this experience. It should be noted that 
revival fire comes down from above... 
and cannot be pumped up by human ef- 
fort from below. 


This accomplished, the Prophet was 
ready to pray for rain. Seven times, he 
was ordered to stand at the top of Mount

Because of his at- 
tachment to the spiritual, he was de- 
tached from the natural. He regarded 
himself simply as Jehovah’s mouthpiece 
to the people. 


If Ahab had offended him, the offense 
was primarily against God, He was 
therefore content to leave the matter of 
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The great need came—and spite of tears 
that flow 
I bow my head and whisper, “Lord, 
amen.” 


I’m glad I cannot pray that God will take 
Some other mother’s boy and leave mine 
here, 
For, well I know, that her poor heart 
would break 
And naught could wipe away the bitter 
tear.

The victory at Mount Carmel left 
Elijah nonchalant. He was not the least 
inflated by the triumph. There was no 
expression of pride on his part. Baalism 
overthrown, he went alone to pray. The 
people were famished. Rain was_ the 
great need. 


The little cloud, “like a man’s hand,” 
became the signal of an approaching 
storm. He sent a message to Ahab, 
“Prepare thy chariot, and get thee down, 
that the rain stop thee not.” 


Ahab was quite a distance from Jez- 
reel. Elijah knew that a storm was 
coming. He was concerned over the wel- 
fare of the king and wished him to reach 
home safely. In this, we see exemplified 
the true humility of a Prophet. Ahab 
had proved himself a very great sinner. 
Elijah had suffered at his hands. He 
could have rendered Ahab’s problem 
more difficult, but preferred rather to 
return good for evil. 


At the moment of his greatest tri- 
umph, the fiery Prophet manifested the 
principle of divine grace and placed 
himself in the position of a servant. “The 
heaven was black with clouds and wind, 
and there was a great rain.” 


Staff in hand, hair and beard blowing 
in the wind, drenched through and 
through, the man of God ran along the 
storm-swept road, before the chariot of 
the impious king, leading the way to- the 
gates of Jezreel. Only a man with a big 
soul—a soul possessing capacities far 
above the average, could have been con- 
cerned about the physical welfare of a 
blood-stained idolator like Ahab. 


The Prophet of judgment and fire be- 
came a slave; for it was the duty of a 
slave thus to run before his master’s 
chariot. The excitement of the day, no 
doubt, had caused Ahab to forget to 
bring the necessary amount of food. 
Elijah became attentive, to make sure 
that the gluttonous monarch’s appetite 
did not suffer. God’s noblest living lead- 
er becomes a servant! 


In this part of the narrative, three pic- 
tures of the Prohpet are noted. First... 
Standing in triumph at the blazing altar. 
Second . . . Bowed in expectant prayer, 
asking for.rain. Third ... Splashing 
through the mud on the highway lead- 
ing the king’s chariot. The conduct of 
the Prophet is as versatile as the needs 
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of the people for whose spiritual welfare 
he is responsible. 


A SWORD WITH TWO EDGES 


Ahab had a taste for gorgeous archi- 
tecture, which he indulged by building 
ivory palaces in several cities. He 
erected his royal residence at Jezreel, 
on the plains of Esdraelon, but kept 
Samaria as the — of the kingdom. 


A righteous man named _ Naboth, 
owned a small piece of land and main- 
tained a vineyard on the eastern slope 
of the hill of Jezreel, adoining the king’s 
palace. Ahab wanted Naboth’s vine- 
yard but the latter refused to part with 
it, the property having been a family 
possession for a long time. “God for- 
bid it me that I should give the inheri- 
tance of my fathers unto thee.” 


Ahab recognized the justice of Na- 
both’s attitude, but the proud spirit of 
Jezebel was roused to anger. Taking 
the matter into her own hands, she is- 
sued orders in Ahab’s name to the of- 
ficials of Jezreel, directing them to pro- 
claim a fast, placing Naboth at the 
head of the festivities. Thus, her scheme 
provided for making a public example of 
the good man. 


This is an old trick of persecutors. A 
victim is chosen and built up in the pub- 
lic mind, only to be savagely attacked so 
that the irritating ideals for which he 
stands, may be brought into disrepute. 
Naboth was not the last man to be 
smeared with that kind of mud. Un- 
fortunately, the public at Jezreel was not 
properly enlightened as to Jezebel’s real 
motive. Naboth was taken off guard. 


It must have been a gala occasion. The 
dignitaries of Jezreel were present. Na- 
both, innocent of the trap set for him, 
accepted the plaudits of his friends and 
kinsmen. Suddenly, and quite un- 
expectedly, a dagger is released. 


Two men of worthless character en- 
tered upon the scene to give perjured 
testimony against the man whose con- 
duct and patriotic loyalty, had always 
been above reproach. Naboth was false- 
ly charged with sedition. He was ac- 
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cused of having “blasphemed God and 
the king.” The hypocritical Jezebel 
likely appeared horrified upon hearing 
about the charges. She never thought it 
of Naboth! 


But, alas, he must be stoned, the same 
as any other criminal, and with him, his 
sons — just to make sure no heirs re- 
main alive to claim the vineyard. Jeze- 
bel then informed the king of the death 
of Naboth, whereupon he took possession 
of the property. 


The perpetration of this crime brought 
upon Ahab and Jezebel the severest pun- 
ishment. Little did these two under- 
stand that they were dealing with the in- 
escapable law of equal reaction. In- 
justices maneuvered against others, are 
circumscribed by the boundaries covered 
in the old proverb that, “Chickens come 
home to roost.” The persecutor even- 
tually becomes the persecuted. Jezebel’s 
fate turned out more terrible than that 
of Naboth. The sword that she wielded 
had two edges — one of which was des- 
tined to bring about her own destruction. 


“TOUCH NOT MINE ANOINTED” 


Jezebel despised Elijah. She swore 
vengeance against him. Following his 
triumph at Mount Carmel where her 450 
pet prophets were slain, she sent a mes- 
senger to him saying: “So let the gods 
do to me, and more also, if I make not 
thy life as one of them, by tomorrow 
about this time.” 


The Prophet escaped and was content 
to rest this threat with Jehovah, Whom 
he worshipped and served. The laws of 
divine justice operated in behalf of 
Elijah. God took note of Jezebel’s taunt. 
Judgment of the house of Ahab com- 
menced soon thereafter. Jehu, the son 
of Jehoshaphat, became the instrument 
for its execution. 


Immediately after” being anointed 
king, Jehu declared himself divinely 
called to destroy the dynasty of which 
Ahab had been a part .. . and. to blot 
Baal worship out-of the kingdom. In 
both tasks, he was successful. 


Jezebel heard that he was assembling 
his armies for an attack upon Jezreel. 
A feeling of terror clutched her heart. 
Finally, the new king entered the gates 
of the city and approached the palace. 
The queen appeared at the window, 
garbed in royal robes, in an effort to 





over-awe him. She offered to bring her 
part of the kingdom to terms with him, 
but instead of beginning friendly nego- 
tiations, Jehu shouted with a loud voice: 
“Who is on my side?” 


“And there looked out to him two or 
three eunuchs.” 


“He said, Throw her down. So they 
threw her down: and some of her blood 
was sprinkled on the wall, and on the 
horses: and he trod her under foot.” 


Later, it was discovered that dogs had 
devoured her flesh. No tomb but infamy 
perpetuates her memory. 


The Prophet is a man of high calling. 
Ahab and Jezebel had no respect for the 
exalted office that Elijah occupied. His 
warnings, which might have been so 
helpful to the nation, fell on deaf ears as 
far as they were concerned. And what 
was worse for them and the people of 
their kingdom, they defied the will of 
Jehovah by persecuting him. Hence, their 
miserable fate!

Tyndal and latimer - - Persecuted leaders

N THESE studies from month to 

month in The Defender, we are not 
presuming to write exclusively on Chris- 
tian martyrdom. Our objective is to bring 
the readers in touch with the high peaks 
—the brilliant lights that have helped 
to guide the unseen pilgrimage of those 
who have tried to follow the Perfect Man 
through darkness and doubt. It is, how- 
ever, a striking concomitant that the 
fate of most of them has been the altar 
of supreme sacrifice. 


The steps leading up to conspicuous 
Christly leadership have been _ steps 
mounting the scaffold, or the burning 
fagots. During the reign of Queen 
Mary, known in history as “Bloody 
Mary,” the eldest daughter of Henry 
VIII., eight thousand true followers of 
Christ were martyred, many of them 
great leaders. 


The Renaissance had done its work; 
men learned in that period of mind 
awakening the majestic power of in- 
tellectual freedom. The Reformation 
was of the flood-tide; Europe also had 
felt the dynamic shock of religious free- 
dom. 


A survey of religious progress, lack- 
ing the name of William Tyndal, would 
mean a vital link in the chain broken. 
He was born in the year 1484, at a time 
when students of history know that hu- 
man energy was seeking an outlet — an 
expression — as never before. Columbus 
was trying to finance his““wild dream;” 
Spain was busy with her torture-cham- 
bers, and seeking world-conquest. Henry 
VIII. was quarreling with the Pope. 





When his daughter Mary reached the 
throne, the high carnival of blood be- 
gan. 


Tyndal came upon the scene at such 
a dramatic hour. He was born of well- 
to-do parents, and was educated, first at 
Oxford and then at Cambridge. “Early 
in his college life,” says his biographer, 
“he showed an unusual aptitude for the 
study of the Scriptures.” After leaving 
Cambridge, he became tutor and chap- 
lain in the home of one Sir John Walsh, 
a knight of Gloucestershire. Here he 
soon found himself in the limelight by 
his bitter arguments with local priests 
and friars. They were ail outclassed by 
the brilliant argumentative powers of 
the scholarly young man. 


Tyndal’s first great ambition was to 
translate the Bible into the English lan- 
guage, whereupon he went to London, 
hoping to secure the necessary support 
for this great undertaking, as it was a 
stupendous task. He met with disap- 
poiniment, and his journey failed in its 
undertaking. Then he went to Ger- 
many, where, by some means, he ac- 
complished his purpose, and translated 
the New Testament into the language of 
his people. 


The first edition was issued in 1525, 
and taken at once to England. Giving 
the Bible to the common people was re- 
garded as an act of treason. However, 
the people clamoured for the Bible, and 
it was sought for eagerly among high 
and low. The Dutch printers got out 
several editions, and they were read se- 
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cretly in the homes of both Catholics 
and Protestants. 


Tyndal remained on the continent, 
writing tracts and discourses on the doc- 
trines of reform, preaching continually 
to the hungry multitudes the message of 
salvation. While in Germany and Hol- 
fand, Tyndal translated various parts of 
the Old Testament, among them,. the 
Pentateuch, and also the Book of Jonah. 
He had taken up as a permanent resi- 
dence a home at Antwerp, and hoped to 
finish his life’s labours in quietness; but 
the persecutors watched and waited for 
a chance to pounce upon their prey, and 
the opportunity came at last. 


He was treacherously arrested and 
sent to prison, where, for sixteen months, 
he suffered all the tortures and humilia- 
tions that could be heaped upon him. 
The spies had done their work well, and 
hounded his footsteps for years, and by 
an act of fraud and misrepresentation 
succeeded in landing him in a dungeon. 
This great and good man was publicly 
strangled and then burned, at Vilvorde, 
near Brussels, in the year 1536. 


When we hold in our hands the Bible, 
in its present beautiful and popular style 
and diction, we are apt to forget the 
price that was paid that we might have 
it. The Bible, as we have it today, is 
practically the work of William Tyndal, 
the heroic scholar and martyr. For this 
act, above all else, the persecutors 
trailed him to his death. 


, Let us not forget to reverently thank 
God for such men as William Tyndal, 
who faithfully served all future gen- 
erations by his fearless, consecrated, 
scholarly mind and spirit. _ His activities 
in the arena of life were comparatively 
brief, as he was martyred at the age of 
fifty-two; but his labours were monu- 
mental and lasting; he enriched the world 
beyond any man of his age; but he him- 
self did not enjoy the benefits of those 
riches. 


Six years after the birth of Tyndal, 
Hugh Latimer was born, and from his 
early youth, thoroughly saturated with 
the traditions of the ecclesiastics of his 
time. When he delivered his graduating 





address at Cambridge, he denounced in 
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the most scathing language the reform- 
ers as the most dangerous enemies of 
the people. A man by the name of 
Thomas Bilney heard the oration and 
was moved. with pity for the misdirected 
zeal of the young enthusiast, and sought 
for an interview with young Latimer. 
The outcome of this heart-to-heart talk 
was the conversion and spiritual awak- 
ening of the youth. Once the glorious 
light of truth dawned upon hin, his zeal 
was just as pronounced in the promotion 
of these truths, and he began it without 
delay. 


Latimer gained favor with the court 
by his able defense of Henry VIII. in 
his controversy with the Pope concern- 
ing his marriage with Katherine of Ara- 
gon. Latimer was appointed by the uni- 
versity to look into the legal phases of 
the question, and his findings were in 
favor of the king. This brought him 
into the public eye, and the king at once 
appointed him Bishop of Worcester. His 
fame as a mighty preacher spread all 
over England and the Continent. His 
boldness and oratory won for him great 
renown, and even his enemies admitted 
that he possessed unusual gifts. 


At this time the reform spirit began

to wane, so that Latimer felt the lack of 
sympathy and response he had formerly 
received. Henry VIII. was in his dotage, 
whereupon, two powerful personalities, 
and bitter enemies of the Reformation, 
Gardiner and Bonner, took advantage of 
the laxness of the times and soon gained 
control of Church and state affairs in 
England. At this time Latimer, who had 
become feeble and afflicted in body, went 
to London for medical advice. 


This was the opportune time, and the 
enemies caused him to be arrested in 
London, and consigned to the Tower, 
where he remained until Edward VI., the 
son of Henry, came to the throne. He 
would have been martyred at once, but 
they were unable to get the king’s con- 
sent, though old and senile. Edward at 
once recalled Latimer, and offered him 
his old bishopric, but this Latimer did 
not accept. He was allowed to teach 
and preach whenever and wherever he 
desired. Preaching was his forte; the 
pulpit was his throne of power; his ser- 
mons were saturated with evangelistic 
zeal, so that the great doctrines were 
again restored to the attention of the 
people. But at this time the Cause of 
Christ received the worst blow in the 
history of England—the untimely death 





of Edward VI. The spiritually enlight- 
ened knew, too well, that it was like a 
day of doom. Edward was a true de- 
fender and protector of the Reformation. 
His death placed Mary, the eldest daugh- 
ter of Henry VIII., on the throne. Lati- 
mer was arrested at once, and all his 
co-workers with him. He declared that 
it was the judgment of God sent upon 
them for the backslidings of the people 
who had once received the light. 


For more than a year Latimer re 
mained in jail, worn in body, and sick 
almost unto death. His exectioners 
would have been cheated had they waited 
a little longer; but so great a disturber 
as Hugh Latimer could not be allowed to 
escape the torments due him. Latimer 
knew his fate was sealed, and through- 
out all his imprisonment he kept a cheer- 
ful attitude of mind, and was a mystery 
to his keepers. One day he pleasantly 
told the jailer, that if he did not take 
better care of him, his master would be 
greatly disappointed. When asked what 
he meant, he replied, “Why, my good 
man, you expect me to burn; but if you 
do not furnish me with some fire, I shall 
freeze to death.”

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After being kept in the Tower for a 
long time, Latimer was taken to Oxford, 
together with Bishop Ridley, one of his 
devoted friends and co-workers. They 
were kept in prison in that city until Oc- 
tober, 1555, and then these two great men 
were escorted from the prison to the 
Bocardo Gate, just outside Oxford, where 
stakes and fagots were waiting for them. 
Before the chains were applied to bind 
them to the stakes, they were allowed to 
kneel in prayer. 


This last prayer of Latimer was a 
repetition of what he had been praying 
for since the death of Edward VI., that 
the Gospel might again be restored to 
the people; second, that he might remain 
faithful unto death; and lastly, that the 
Lady Elizabeth might be spared to be- 
come Queen of England. She was the 
youngest daughter of Henry VIII., and 
a true Christian believer. This threefold 
prayer was answered. Latimer died in 
triumph, Elizabeth became Queen of 
England, and Christianity came to power 
in the island empire. The Gospel of free 
salvation has been preached in England 
ever since the death of “Bloody Mary.” 


The two men were then chained to 
their posts, and when the fagots began 
to blaze about their feet Latimer said to 
his companion: “Be of good cheer, Mas- 
ter Ridley, and play the man. We shall, 
this day, by God’s grace, light such a 
candle in England, which, I trust, never 
shall be put out.” Ridley was heard to 
exclaim, as the flames rose higher: 
“Lord, into Thy hands I commend my 
spirit.” Latimer’s last words were: “O 
Father of heaven, receive my soul.” Cry- 
ing friends and hissing enemies wit- 
nessed the tragic ending of those two 
great souls— valiant soldiers of the 
Cross. 


We cannot close this brief sketch with- 





out mentioning two tragic happenings 
at the sacrificial scene. As the flames 
leaped about Latimer he bathed his 
hands in them, and at once they seemed 
in a strange manner to enter his side, 
near his heart, and a stream of blood 
gushed from the wound. His coun- 
tenance lighted up with a halo of glory, 
as it were; the dying saint was allowed 
the honour of shedding his blood for his 
Master. That was the end. But with 
Ridley it was not so; the fagots were 
green, and the fire ranged downward, 
prolonging the torture, as his lower 
limbs were being burned. So great was 
his agony, that he cried for them to 
place dry fagots around him, so as to 
end the suffering. After his legs were 
burned off, the garment of his body was 
not scorched. The torture of the sainted 
Ridley cannot be put in language. 


The sympathizing crowd was moved 
to tears, as the two most distinguished 
men of that day died, the victims of hate 
and persecution. 


However, tne torch was lighted; Eng- 
land and the whole world received the 
light. Gardiner, who was the prime 
mover in the arrest and execution of 
these men, sat down to eat a sumptuous 
dinner after the horrible affair was over, 
and was hilarious over his great victory. 
He had scarcely swallowed a mouthful 
before he was taken seriously ill; his 
stomach and bowels became paralyzed, 
and for fifteen days he suffered, until 
he became almost a maniac, and died in 
torture of mind and body. It is claimed 
that he had planned a trap for the exe- 
cution of ¢he Lady. Elizabeth; but his 
death put an end to his dastardly scheme. 


When we remember the Blood Atone- 
ment through which our glorious Gospel 
was delivered to us, and recall, also, the 
sacrificial lives of such men as Tyndal 
and Latimer, we shall be guilty of base 
ingratitude if, in any way, we prove un- 
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faithful to the great Scriptural, orthodox 
tenets of our faith, such as were once 
delivered unto the saints.

INDICT the American Liquor Traffic 

as our most dangerous saboteur be- 
cause it is a wanton waster of essential 
war materials. It is a wanton waster of 
food, gas, rubber, trucks, and man-power 
and that at a time when we need them 
most to win this war. 


“Food is an essential war material”— 
so spoke President Roosevelt on Janu- 
ary 7, 1942. This essential war material 
is being used up in large quantities in 
the making of alcoholic liquor that does 
nobody any good and does everybody 
harm that uses it. 


Abraham Lincoln was right when he 
said, “Liquor might have defenders but 
no defense.” He himself could lift a 
barrel of whisky high enough to drink 
cut of ‘the bunghole, but he never drank. 
On December 9, 1869, the great and good 
Robert E. Lee, speaking to the students 
of Washington College, said, “My ex- 
perience through life has convinced me 
that, while moderation and temperance 
in all things are commendable and bene- 
ficial, abstinence from spiritous liquors 
is the best safeguard to morals and 
health.” 

The principal raw materials used by 
the United States distilleries and brew- 
eries in making alcoholic liquor in 1941 
were as follows according to the Alcohol 
Tax Unit: 

—corn and corn products 783,989 tons 
or 31,577,034 bushels (and corn is food, 
good food) 


—rye 180,979 tons or 6,463,535 bushels 
(and rye is food, good food) 





—wheat 41,866 bushels (and wheat is 
the best of food) 


—(I do not have the figures on bar- 
ley). 


Total corn, rye, wheat, 38,076,429 
bushels of grain, grain food, good grain 
food, and some of our allies and friends 
are starving in Greece and Europe and 
in China and in Asia. Beside that the 
distilleries used 3,528,000 gallons of mo- 
lasses and the breweries used 67,766 tons 
of sugars and syrups. Molasses and 
sugar and syrup are food, good food, and 
some of our friends and allies in Greece 
and Europe and in China and Asia are 
starving. 


Vast quantities of foodstuffs, wheat, 
rye, barley, rice, corn, molasses, and 
sugar are being used to make booze to 
make our soldiers and workers drunken, 
to befuddle their brains and reduce their 
efficiency at the front and in the factory.

“Food,” says the President, “is an es- 
sential war material’ and it should be 
conserved, not wasted. When anyone 
wastes food in war-time and by that 
wastage weakens man-power, isn’t such 
an one a saboteur amd a traitor to his 
country ? 


Rubber, gasoline, trucks, and cars are 
essential war materials, too, so essential 
they are being rationed to our people 
that they may be conserved for war use, 
and yet the American Liquor Traffic is 
using up vast quantities of rubber, gas, 
trucks, and cars in their business which 
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is not only non-essential but positively 
harmful to our soldiers, our sailors, and 


war workers. It irks and irritates me 
terribly to see these big beer and whisky 
trucks on our streets fully equipped with 
new rubber tires while some of our hon- 
est, God-fearing citizens are having to 
put their cars up for thé duration. 


In the name of democracy I ask why 
should the breweries and distilleries be 
given priority rights to use essential war 
materials in this national crisis while 
the rest of us are rationed? 


Tens of thousands of women are being 
taken out of their homes and put into 
industry while their husbands and sons 
are going to war. At the same time the 
Liquor Traffic is employing half a mil- 
lion people. in its business of . wasting 
vital food products and man-power. Let 
the wanton waste of food and men 
through the liquor business be stopped. 
I’m in favor of drafting the liquor busi- 
ness too. 


At a time when the Secretary of Agri- 
culture and other government officials 
are making impassioned pleas against 
all food wastage, I say it is a high crime 
for the Liquor Traffic to use up billions 
of pounds of foodstuffs, countless num- 
bers of trucks and ears, and hundreds of 
thousands of men in their nefarious busi- 
ness of wanton waste of men and ma- 
terials. JI don’t wonder that just this 
week the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church voted to ask President

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Roosevelt to close immediately all dis- 
tilleries and breweries and all establish- 
ments for the wholesale and retail distri- 
bution of alcoholic beverages for the 
duration of the war. Why not?

I indict the Liquor Traffic as Ameri- 
ca’s most dangerous sabcteur on the 
charge that it is a dispenser of poison to 
our men in the service and to those 
working in the factories. 


“You don’t mean it!” Yes, I do mean 
it. Alcohol is a poison, It has poisoned 
and killed millions, some quickly, some 
slowly. 


How do I know alcohol is a poison? 
The scientists and chemists and labora- 
tories so declare. 


Dr. August Ley, famous Belgian scien- 
tist, says, “Without doubt alcohol is a 
poison.” 


Sir Victor Horsley of London says, 
“Alcohol acts as a direct poison on the 
protoplasm of heart muscles just in the 
same way as chloroform does.” 


The late Sir Andrew Clark, M.D., said, 
“Alcohol is a poison; so is strychnine; 
so is arsenic; so is opium; it ranks with 
these. Health is always injured by it, 
benefited never.” 


Dr. Arthur Hunter, actuary of the New 
York Life Insurance Co., after studying 
the records of sixty large companies in- 
volving over two million persons, finds 
that even moderate drinkers of alcoholic 
liquors reduce life’s expectancy from 
four to six years. Dr. Hunter’s figures 
indicate that every drink costs the mod- 
erate drinker, not only the price on the 
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counter, but twenty-six minutes of life. 
That reminds me of the fable of the man 
and the magic skin. 


Alcohol is a poison. That poison weak- 
ens the vital organs, shortens life, re- 
duces efficiency of brain and muscle, 
lowers moral standards, undermines self- 
eontrel which opens the way to vice and 
crime and destroys spiritual values. Is 
there anyone ... who is so naive as to 
think a drunken or drinking soldier or 
sailor or airman or workman is as ef- 
ficient as one who does not drink? 


Alcohcl is a poison whether in beer, 
wine, whisky or what-not, and poisons, 
weakens and destroys. “Preacher, didn’t 
you know beer is a food! The beer ads 
say so.” No, I didn’t know it. When 
the beer ads come in on my radio I shut 
’em off, pronto. I won’t keep listening 
to the same old lies over the radio. If 
beer is a food it is a poisoned food. So 
are toadstools food but poison also. Bet- 
ter leave both alone.

I say anyone who dispenses alcoholic 
poison to our soldiers, sailors, airmen, 
and workmen in the most terrible war in 
our history is a dangerous saboteur and 
a public enemy because alcohol slows up 
our war effort and reduces our striking 
power at a time when we most need 100 
per cent efficiency from farm to factory 
to front. 


What amazes and angers me is that 
the gcvernment has put beer in the can- 
teens in the soldiers camps. I know one 
camp that has eleven such places dis- 
pensing this poison to young soldiers. 
It’s too bad we haven’t got men running 
our war and navy department like 
Josephus Daniels, head of the Navy in 
the other World War. He made the 
American Navy dry overnight. 


The Brewer’s Digest of May, 1941, 
said: “One of the finest things that could 
have happened to the brewing industry 
was the insistence by high ranking of-

ficers to make beer available at army 
camps. ... Here is a chance for brewers 
to cultivate the largest beer consuming 
section of our population .. .” 


Let me give you a shock. I take you 
to Washington, D. C., home of our gov- 
ernment, the place where the leaders of 
our nation reside, the men who are pilot- 
ing the ship of state through this storm. 
Washington is the wettest spot in this 
nation. The per capita consumption of 
alechol in the District of Columbia is al- 
most twice that of the wettest state in 
the Union. In 1940, 4.26 gallons were 
consumed for every man, women, and 
child. Nevada, the wettest of all our 
states, consumed 2.65 gallons per person. 
There at Washington where they need 
the clearest heads, the steadiest nerves, 
and the highest morals, they are drink- 
ing the most booze. This war can be lost 
in the barrooms and cocktail parties of 
our national capital as well as on the 
battlefields of Europe or Asia. God 
pity us.

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Comments On The "Persecution" Indictment 





URING the first week of March, there 
was considerable discussion by 
press and on the floors of Congress, re- 
garding the political persecution to 
which certain Christian and patriotic in- 
dividuals have been subjected. Abridg- 
ments of some of the comments are as 
follows: 


George Sokolsky, newspaper col- 
umnist: 


HEN William Power Maloney was 

withdrawn from the prosecution of 
the cases of American men and women 
accused of subversive activities during 
the war, liberals accused Attorney Gen- 
eral Biddle of appeasing the so-called 
Fascist elements of the country. 


The fact is that Maloney prosecuted 
on a theory that is antagonistic to the 
foundation principles of American juris- 
prudence, in the sense that he used al- 
most any methods in the courtroom to 
convict on the assumption that the higher 
courts would not reverse a decision in 
favor of a Nazi or an isolationist or a 
Fascist no matter how raw the procedure 
in court. 


But procedure is infinitely important 
in the preservation of our freedoms. 


Therefore, whereas Mr. Maloney be- 
came popular with certain hurried ele- 
ments on the Left, he antagonized such 
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liberals at Arthur Garfield Hays who 
questioned the wholesale indictment for 
conspiracy of persons who did not even 
knows each other, and now the supreme 
court reverses him, 5-2, in the Viereck 
case, where a reversal was least ex- 
pected. The Chief Justice said: 


Remarks Were Offensive 


“At a time when passion and prejudice 
are heightened by emotions stirred by 
our participation in a great war, we do 
not doubt that these remarks were high- 
ly prejudical and that they were offen- 
sive to the dignity and good order with 
which all proceedings in court should be 
conducted. We think that the trial judge 
would have stopped counsel’s discourse 
without waiting for an objection.” 


The supreme court held that the pro- 
cedure was improper, that the violence 
of the prosecution deprived the defend- 
ant of a fair trial. 


This decision affects many other cases. 
An American has the right to be tried 
by his neighbors in the place where the 
alleged crime was committed. Here is 
the case of William Griffin who is ac- 
cused of a subversive conspiracy and is 
ordered to be tried in Washington 
whereas whatever it was that he did oc- 
curred in New York. The Viereck re- 
versal will influence the decision in the 
Griffin case. 
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When the record is established of how 
these persons were abused, it will not 
please Americans. Mind the issue in 
none of these cases will be whether the 
defendant did not or did do the particu- 
lar wickedness with which Mr. Maloney 
charged them. It will be that Mr. Ma- 
loney conducted the case in a manner 
which made justice impossible and which 
produced such antagonism to the defend- 
ant that the defendant could not estab- 
lish innocence even if innocent. 


To me it is the wonder of wonders that 
the supreme court, like the Congress, is 
at least realizing that America is more 
worth preserving than is any political 
party or any ephemeral theory. Viereck 
is unimportant but the Viereck decision 
is a reiteration of a glorious doctrine of 
freedom.

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tion of George Sylvester Viereck, former 
propagandist for Germany, on _ three 
counts of alleged failure to supply the 
state department with required informa- 
tion on his activities under the foreign 
agents registration act of 1938. 


Condemns Federal Prosecutor 


The court held that Viereck had com- 
plied with the law, and further charged 
that the government prosecutor, William 
Power Maloney, had prejudiced Vie- 
reck’s right to a fair trial through “high- 
ly prejudicial” and “offensive” remarks 
to the jury. 


Sen. William Langer told the senate 
that he will introduce a resolution “ask- 
ing for a full and complete investigation 
of this persecution and that a committee 
be appointed to determine the amount of 
costs that Mr. Viereck was put to and to 
decide on a sum which will reasonably 
compensate him for the time that he 
spent in jail.” 


Langer noted that the court “in a 
manner almost unprecedentedy con- 
demned the attitude of the attorney rep- 
resenting the department of justice who 
prosecuted him [Viereck]. 


“No one reading the concluding speech 
of Mr. Maloney can help but be im- 
pressed by the fact that his speech was 
highly prejudicial to the defendant’s 
rights, that it was inflammatory, and a 
disgrace to American jurisprudence,” 
Langer said. “As the majority of the 
Supreme court said, Judge Letts ought 
to have stopped the delivery of that kind 
of speech. ; 


More Against Persecution 


“T desire to praise the members of the 
Supreme court who in these days refused 
to be carried away by war hysteria and 
who by their decision gave Mr. Viereck 
a square deal. 


“Now, I don’t know Mr. Viereck, but 
I do know what persecution means. I 
myself have been state’s attorney of a 
county and attorney general of a state 
and realize that a prosecuting official is 
in a case to do justice and see that the 
defendant gets a fair trial.” 


Although there was a dissenting opin- 
ion, written by Justice Hugo Black and 
concurred in by Justice William O. 
Douglas, against reversal of the convic- 
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the citation by the majority opinion on 
the duties of a prosecutor and said “he 
should not seek to arouse passion or en- 
gender prejudice.” 


Wheeler Praises Decision 


Sen. Burton K. Wheeler [D., Mont.], 
a member of the senate judiciary com- 
mittee, praised the court’s decision as 
evidence of its determination “to pre- 
serve civil liberties and fight war time 
hysteria.” He said the rebuke delivered 
against Maloney was well deserved. 
Wheeler himself has been the target of 
Maloney’s attempts to involve pre-war 
noninterventionists and other adminis- 
tration critics in. the Viereck and sedi- 
tion cases. 


“During the last war many state and 
federal courts and prosecuting attorneys 
let their prejudices and hysteria carry 
them away, but the Supreme court did 
much during those days for freedom of 
speech and minority groups,” said 
Wheeler. “I am glad to noté that the 
present court has not been carried away 
by the present war hysteria.” 


Nye Also Comments 


Sen. Gerald P. Nye [R., N. D.] another 
critic of the government’s prosecuting 
and smear tactics, commented “it is ob- 
vious that we have moved out of the 
field of hysteria and we are getting back 
to the world of reason and justice.” 


According to court officials, the de- 
nunciatory language used on Maloney 
has not been equaled in recent times. 
The decision knocked the props from 
under Maloney’s chief claim to fame— 
his successful prosecution of Viereck, 
and brought dejection to the smear ranks 
allied with him—the Washington Post, 
one of its reporters, Dillard Stokes, who 
collaborated with Maloney in getting 
evidence in the sedition case, and the 
various pinko groups and journals who 
used the case to attack nonintervention- 
ist congressmen.

If you want a line on Mr. Maloney you 
may examine the following analysis of 
him by Chief Justice Stone of the U. S. 
Supreme Court, given in the course of 
reversing the conviction of one George 
Viereck on charges of violating the law 
on registration of foreign agents.

Mr. Maloney prosecuted Viereck. And 
here is what Chief Justice Stone has to 
say on behalf of a majority of our high- 
est court concerning him: 


“As the case must be remanded to the 
district court for further proceedings, we 
direct attention to conduct of the prose- 
cuting attorney which we think preju- 
diced petitioner’s right to a fair trial and 
which independently of the error for 
which we reverse might well have placed 
the judgment of conviction in jeopardy. 


“In his closing remarks to the jury he 
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to any facts or issue in the case, the pur- 
pose and effect of which could only have 
been to arouse passion and prejudice. 
The trial judge overruled, as coming too 
late, petitioner’s objection first made in 
the course of the court’s charge to the 
jury.

“We think that the trial judge, should 
have stopped counsel’s discourse without 
waiting for an objection. 


“The United States Attorney is the 
representative not of an ordinary party 
to a controversy, but of a sovereignty 
whose obligation to govern imparitally is 
as compelling as its obligation to govern 
at all; and whose interest, therefore, in 
a criminal prosecution is not that it shall 
win a case, but that justice shall be done. 





“As such, he is in a peculiar and very 
definite sense the servant of the law, the 
two-fold aim of which is that guilt shall 
not escape or innocence suffer. 


“He may prosecute with earnestness 
and vigor—indeed, he should do so. But 
while he may strike hard blows, he is not 
at liberty to strike foul ones. 


“It is as much his duty to refrain from 
improper methods calculated to produce 
a wrongful conviction as it is to use 
every legitimate means to bring about a 
just one.” 





If you are interested in Mr. Maloney’s 
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curious career further, here is his of- 
ficial biography, sanctified by the De- 
partment of Justice: 


He conducted a small private law 
practice until 1934, when he gave up the 
struggle to make a living on his own 
and got aboard the New Deal as an as- 
sistant to the U. S. Attorney in New 
York city. 

‘ 


He held on there for six years, then 
shifted to Washington as a trial coun- 
sel for the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, but his strange talents soon 
made him counsel for a Senate commit- 
tee on wiretapping. 


In 1941 he became one of many special 
assistants to Attorney General R. H. 
Jackson. 


In June, 1941, Jackson was nominated 
to the Supreme Court, and Biddle be- 
came acting Attorney General. Then 
Maloney began to percolate. 


The remarks various judges had made 
up to then concerning, his legal crafts- 
manship did not rank his legal talent as 
even near his talent for getting his name 
in print. He was, and is, a publicity 
hound. 


Mr. Biddle had all the facts on Ma- 
loney’s past, including the comments of 
the judges, when it came time to assign 
somebody to handle the cases on for- 
eign agents and to check into all the ac- 
cusations bound to pop up in a fight as 
momentous as that on foreign policy in 
1941. The job called for a man of ‘proven 
high standing. 


Biddle chose, Maloney, a small caliber 
expert on wiretapping. 


Now the chickens are flapping home 
to roost. You may be sure that what 
the Supreme Court has said about Ma- 
loney in the Viereck case will not be lost 
on Congress. 


There is only one way to restore con- 
fidence in the Department of Justice, and 
that is by the firing of Biddle, who put 
Maloney up to all this.

Cornelia Bonnell, a young American 
girl attending Vassar College in New 
York State, heard the call of her needy, 
neglected sisters in China, and into her 
heart full of love for the Saviour there 
came an intense longing to tell them of 
Him. She was a delicate girl, so frail, 
indeed, that the years in which she 
strove to complete her education were 
years of extreme testing, both physical- 
‘ly and financially. 


The brave, indomitable will and cour- 
ageous spirit which were so evident in 
her life later on, can be seen by the 
heroic way she overcame all obstacles to 
obtaining the best possible training for 
life’s service.

Some years 
ago I was asked to speak in the 
the Washington Boulevard Chris- 
tian Church in Beaumont, Texas.

It was while at Vassar that Miss Bon- 
nell passed through a deep spiritual ex- 
perience, the story of which I am unable 
to give; but it was at the time of this 
experience that she was led to step out 
in faith and trust for physical strength. 
No spectacular miracle of healing was 
granted to her, either then or in the 
years that followed, but one of the out- 
standing lessons of her life was how 
God could and did supply the needed 
strength to that weak frame as she went 
forward in quiet faith and performed 
what appeared to those watching her the 
humanly impossible. 


Graduating from Vassar College, Miss 
Bonnell took a course in kindergarten 
work, and later a course of Bible study 
at the Baptist Theological College, New- 
ton. Then came her application to the 
Baptist Foreign Mission Board to be 
sent to China. But, to her dismay, a 
kind but firm refusal was received. “Full 
of zeal? No doubt. Well fitted? Yes, 
but what Board would care to take the 
responsibility of sending one so frail, 
perhaps to die on the way? Though 
baffled, Miss Bonnell kept on praying 
the Lord to open her way to China. From 
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now on we see His hand working out a 
plan for her. 


Miss Martha Jewell, the head of a 
school for English-speaking children in 
Shanghai, hearing of Miss Bonnell, 
wrote offering her a position in the 
school as teacher of English and saying 
she would take the risk of her health. 
While this was far from what Miss Bon- 
nell had expected, she accepted it as 
God’s opening for her, and on the 25th 
of December, 1899, landed in Shanghai. 
Miss Jewell’s school being closed because 
of the Christmas holidays, Miss Bonnell 
stayed for some days at a missionary 
home. 


Having nothing to do and wishing to 
see something of Shanghai, she started 
off one day in a ’ricksha. Unable to 
understand where she wanted him to go, 
the ’rickshaman took her, of his own ac- 
cord, down through the district wholly 
given over to flagrant, indescribable im- 
morality. 


Crushed with sorrow at what she saw, 
Miss Bonnell closed her eyes and cried 
to God: “O my Father, cannot I do some- 
thing to save these my sisters?” Then 
and there the answer came back in un- 
mistakable tones, “Except thou bring 
these with thee, thou canst not see my 
face.” Again she cried, “Give me a sign 
that this is really Thy Call. Lead Miss 
Jewell to set me free from my three 
years’ contract with her. And do this 
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without my saying anything to her of 
Thy call.” 


The following Sunday, while Miss 
Jewell was attending the morning ser- 
vice in the Union Church, a strong im- 
pression came to her that Miss Bonnell 
should be set free for work among the 
women of the red-light district. So defi- 
nite and strong was this impression that 
Miss Jewell called Miss Bonnell to her 
room that same afternoon and told her 
what was in her mind. To her surprise, 
Miss Bonnell began to weep. When Miss 
Jewell assured her she would not urge 
her to take up such a work, Miss Bon- 
nell, with her face radiant through her 
tears, exclaimed, “I was weeping for joy 
at the way the Lord has revealed His 
will.” 


As the shadows of evening were 
lengthening for the last time in the old 
century, a missionary prayer-meeting, 
held in the Union Church, Shanghai, 
came to a close. Five women tarried be- 
hind as the others passed out, and stood 
together in a darkening passageway. 
They did not realize it at the time, but 
they represented five distinct missionary 
organizations — Presbyterian, Baptist, 
Methodist, Anglican, and China Inland 
Mission. 


They were drawn together by a com- 
- mon impulse, a common burden which 
had lain on their hearts for months (in 
at least one case for years), namely, the 
crying need for some one to work among 
the .thousands of outcast women and 
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‘girls within the Foreign Settlement of 


Shanghai. As each prayed, the burden 
was for God to send such a worker and 
of His own fitting and choosing. Little 
did they dream that God had His, chan- 
nel already called and waiting to know 
His will, even then in Shanghai. 


Later, when meeting Miss Bonnell, not 
one of the five women who had met that 
New-year’s Eve hesitated in accepting 
her as God’s chosen one; and through the 
hard: uphill years that followed they 
stood behind her, helping in every pos- 
sible way. From the beginning of the 
work, however, all recognized and bowed 
to Miss Bonnell’s remarkable gifts of 
organization and intiative. 


From the purely human standpoint, no 
one. could have been more unfitted to 
take up such a work than Cornelia Bon- 
nell. Her extreme youth, barely twenty- 
one, her frail, almost emaciated frame, 
her total lack of knowledge in Chinese 
customs, and the necessity for her to 
spend years of strenuous study in a most 
unhealthy climate before being able to 
speak Chinese freely—these were some 
of the reasons why for years public 
opinion was against her. But Miss Bon- 
nell could say with Paul, “None of these 
things move me.” 


She had caught the vision, had heard 
God’s call which gave her the ever-pres- 


‘ent realization that God was with her. 


This undoubtedly was the secret of Miss 
Bonnell’s wonderful calm and power 
when facing both foreign and Chinese 
lawyers in the Mixed Court of Shanghai, 
pleading the cases of girls who had fled 
to her for protection. Her fiercest fights 
and hardest experiences came in her 
dealings with those trained men of the 
law from Britain and America who, for 
the sake of a paltry gain in money, al- 
lowed themselves to be the hired agents 
of the girls’ “owners.” 
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It must be understood that in stepping 
out into this work Miss Bonnell and the 
few standing with her had no financial 
backing; they looked only to the Lord for 
the solving of every problem, and there 
were many. A Chinese house in an alley- 
way off one of Shanghai’s busy roads 
was secured. Here Miss Bonnell went to 
live, taking with her one girl who had 
been reclaimed some years before. From 
the first the door was kept on the latch 
night and day. Over the door in large at- 
tractive Chinese characters were the 
words, THE DOOR OF HOPE. 


Then came a time of severe testing. 
For months Miss Bonnell waited and 
prayed for the girls over whom she 
yearned with heart-breaking sorrow, but 
in vain, for not one sought the refuge 
open to them. Then the frail frame gave 
way and she was carried to the home of 
a faithful friend. For weeks her life 
hung in the balance. Then, one day, 
she insisted on rising and returning to 
the Home. Surely the Divine Hand led 
her in this step, for that very night 
about midnight. a timid knock was heard, 
and the first of the many hundreds who 
were to come entered the Door of Hope, 
was eagerly welcomed and loved into 
a new life. Love became the watchword 
of all who joined in this work. 


This is not a history of the Door of 
Hope—that would require a book in it- 
self—but simply an attempt to follow 
the divine miracle working in the life 
of this truly remarkable woman. For 
sixteen years she was spared to live 
such a life of unselfish devotion, at- 
tempting and accomplishing such out- 
standingly great things that she came 
to be called by some who knew her, “The 
Angel of Shanghai.” Public opinion 
turned in her favor and the time came 
when one of the four Homes was actual- 
ly supported by the Chinese themselves.

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Her years of pleading in the Mixed 
Court were rewarded by a law which 
gave the Door of Hope the right to keep 
a woman or girl under its protection 
from her “owners” till her case could 
pass before the Mixed Court. Miss Bon- 
nell lived to see the work of her fallen 
sisters in Shanghai thoroughly founded, 
with a Receiving Home, a First-year 
Home, an Industrial Home, a Home for 
Children, also a Sanatorium. The in- 
come required to keep the work going 
reached into tens of thousands of dol- 
lars annually. But, God never failed to 
send in what was needed. A large staff 
of workers joined Miss Bonnell as time 
passed. Then, when her work as found- 
er and pioneer was finished, the call 
came, and on October 16, 1916, she 
passed into the glory. 


Her life was a_ beautiful, perfect 
example of our Saviour’s words to Paul, 
“My strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness.” 


In closing this brief sketch it may not 
be out of place to tell just two stories 
which will illustrate how the work so 
faithfully founded by Miss Bonnell has 
continued. 


Some years after Miss Bonnell’s death, 
Dr. Goforth and I were passing through 
Shanghai on our way to Canada. As 
usual, we went over to see our friends of 
the Door of Hope. I was asked to speak 
to the girls, and I can still recall the 
thrill I felt as I witnessed the eager, 
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wistful faces and tear-dimmed eyes with 
which they received my message. A lit- 
tle later Miss Morris asked me to go 
with her to the Door of Hope Hospital. 


On the way Miss Morris told me they 
had many, many sad, tragic cases; then 
she added, “The one I want you to pray 
for today is perhaps the cruelest, sad- 
dest case we have ever known.” As we 
entered a tward, I noticed it was as clean 
and carefully kept as a ward in a hos- 
pital at home. As we drew near a.cer- 
tain bed the look on the face of the girl 
who lay upon it appalled me. She was 
deathly pale, and her eyes were staring 
at me with a look of awful terror. 
Around her was wrapped a sheet which 
she held fast to her chest, the hands and 
arms inside. Unable to take her hand, 
I gently stroked her brow, endeavoring 
to show by every look the intense sym- 
pathy and sorrow [ felt. But each stroke 
on her brow -caused her to shrink from 
me in increasing terror. Miss Morris 
led me away, and together we prayed 
for the poor girl, crushed in body and 
mind. 


Miss Morris told me there was abso- 
lutely no hope for the girl, either men- 
tally or physically, unless God worked a 
miracle for her in answer to prayer—“as 
He has often done in the past,” she con- 
cluded. 


Several years later we were again 
passing through Shanghai, and again 
came a visit to the Door of Hope. As 
soon as I met Miss Morris I asked about 
the poor girl I have just described. “Did 
she die?” I asked, with my little faith. 
“Oh, no!” was the reply. “She fully re- 
covered, and became one of our sweet- 
est Christians. She is now at the Nan- 
king Bible School in training for work 
as a Bible woman.” 


In the summer of 1928 we were again 
in Shanghai. The hour spent at the Door 
of Hope we can never forget. Story 
after story of God’s wonderful goodness 
to them all was told. At last we rose 
to say farewell, when Miss Bailey added, 
eagerly, “Oh, sit down. There is just 
one more story we must tell.” The fol- 
lowing is what was then told us: 


During the disturbances and riots of 
1926-27 in Shanghai, the Door of Hope 
was forced from one place to another, 
seeking refuge and safety.

Obligation to God 


I have been told that 75 per cent of 
the business of our Country is run on 
borrowed capital. I mention this, that I 
may say that you have been using God’s 
capital all your life. “In Him we live 
and move and have our being.” He has 
given you existence, health and strength; 
the food you eat, the water you drink, 
and the air you breathe are the gifts of 
His love; and for all of which you are 
a debtor. 


Your moral and spiritual debt, how- 
ever,-is greater. Spiritually you are a 
bankrupt. For “all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God.” “All 
have sinned:” Now wait while I read 
you the law, concerning sin; you will 
find it in Ezekiel 18:4. “The soul that 
sinneth it shall die.” Die, Die, DIE— 
it is the law. Water runs down hill and 
not up—it’s the law; the Pole star shines 
out of the north, not the south—it’s the 
law; the sun rises in the east, and not 
the west—it’s the law, and “The Law of 
the Lord is perfect.” 


God’s justice and law must be satis- 
fied. He cannot swerve from perfect, 
everlasting and infinite justice. 


Paul declares that God has established 
His righteousness and that all thé world 
is guilty, and no man by the law can be 
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justified. For God himself is under the 
great and eternal obligation made neces- 
sary by infinite perfection, of retaining 
that perfect justice, which compels Him 
by the immutable law of His own per- 
fection, to demand full satisfaction. So 
one must see that “penalty” is the word, 
that falls from the lips of outraged, yet 
righteous law. And law knows no mercy 
save the mercy that inheres in justice. 


Mercy’s Provision 


Escape the penalty? Never. 


“Thou shalt by no means come out 
thence till thou hast paid the uttermost 
farthing.” However, God’s mercy pro- 
vides for justice. Listen! “What the law 
could not do, in that it was weak through 
the flesh, God sending his own Son, in 
the likeness of sinful flesh and for sin, 
condemned sin in the flesh.” “He that 
knew no sin became sin, that we m‘vht 
become the righteousness of God _1 
Him.” Literally He became the sin. of- 
fering. . 


He paid the penalty. “For Christ died 
for our sins according to the Scriptures.” 


Have you not read of King Charles V 
who was loaned a large sum of money 
by a rich merchant and when the debt 
fell due, it could not be met? The mer- 
chant knew that the king would never be 
able to pay the debt. So he made a 
banquet and the king was the guest of 
honor. During the festivities, the host, 
seated near his royal guest, arose, held 
the papers of the king’s indebtedness in 
one hand while he lighted a candle and 
touched the flame to the paper, which 
was soon in ashes. The guests ap- 
plauded the benevolent deed, while the 
king wept tears of gratitude. 


Thus has Jesus Christ, the only be- 
gotten Son of God, paid the sinner’s 
debt. 














Jesus paid it all, all to Him I owe, 
Sin has left a crimson stain, 
He washed it white as snow. 


The sinner’s debt is too great for him 
t» pay and he has nothing with which 
+o pay it, but “God so loved. the world 
that He”—forgave the sin? No never. 
He could not be just and the justifier 
without justice being satisfied — “gave 
His only begotten Son” — to suffer and 
die for the sins of the world — “that 
whosoever believeth in Him should not 
perish but have everlasting life.” “He 
was wounded for our transgressions, He 
was bruised for our iniquities, the chas- 
tisement of our peace was upon Him, 
and by His stripes we are healed.” “The 
Lord hath laid on Him the iniquity of 
us all.” 


Four Installments 


He paid the “uttermost farthing” of 
the sinner’s debt in four great install- 
ments. 


The first installment was paid in Geth- 
semane. “Then cometh He with them 
unto a place called Gethsemane .... 
and began to be sorrowful.” “Very 
heavy.” “My soul is exceeding sorrow- 
ful.” “Even unto death.” “And His 
sweat became, as it were, great drops of 
blood falling down upon the ground.” 
“O, Father, if it be possible let this cup 
pass from me, nevertheless not as I will 
but as Thou wilt.” 


Why the cry? Was it because He was 
about to be called a sinner, treated as a 
sinner, mocked as a sinner, dragged be- 
fore the officials as a sinner, condemned 
as>a sinner, put to death as a sinner; 
and his horror of sin wrung the cry from 
His soul? 


It is said that in the days of the 
martyrs, a Christian was to die a most 
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horrible death — being put in a sack, 
filled with venomous reptiles. As he 
looked at it he said, “I can stand this for 
Jesus’ sake.” Yet when they put him in 
the sack, and he felt the first touch of 
the reptiles upon his face, he gavea 
shriek of agony that was indescribable. 


Jesus drank the bitter cup for you, 
who are unsaved, you who are courting 
sin, playing with sin and refusing to give 
it up. 


His Trial 


The second installment was paid in 
the trial before Caiphas, Pilate and 
Herod. And the men that held Jesus 
mocked Him, beat Him, blind-folded 
Him, and said, “Prophesy who struck 
thee,” and reviled Him. 


From the high priest He was taken to 
Pilate, thence to Herod, and was 
mocked, arrayed in gorgeous apparel of 
mockery and sent back to Pilate, who de- 
livered Him to them, to be crucified. 
They clothed Him with purple, plaited a 
crown of thorns and put it on His head, 
and spat upon Him, then dropped on 
their knees before Him in mock worship. 


Calvary 


Third, John tells us that He went out 
bearing His own Cross, unto the hill 
called “The place of a skull.” Tradition 
tells us that He fell under the weight of 
the Cross. Matthew, Mark and Luke all 
tell us that they then compelled Simon 
of Cyrene, coming from the country, to 
go with them and bear the Cross. When 
Golgotha was reached, they nailed Him 
to it.

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through those hands, which never did 
aught but deeds of mercy and kindness 
—and the spikes as they are driven 
through His feet? 


The Cross is raised and then dropped 
with a “thud” into the hole, chiseled in 
the rock. There hangs the Sinless One; 
the only one who ever kept the law to 
the letter, the blessed Son of God. He 
is now the “Sin offering.” He bore the 
world’s guilt and shame and sin on the 
Cross. 


“For Christ died for our sins accord- 
ing to the Scriptures.” 


“And when the sixth hour was come_ 


there was darkness over the whole land 
until the ninth hour.” 


Down in Jerusalem in the Temple it is 
time for the priest to make the sacrifice 
for the sins of the people. But look! an 
unseen hand rends the veil of the temple 
from the top to the bottom. Jesus cries, 
“Eloi, Eloi, lama sabachthani. My God, 
My God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 
The “last farthing” of sin’s penalty must 
be paid and God, the Father, turned His 
face away while justice was claiming 
its due. Then He cried, “It is finished.” 
Man’s salvation was finished; the re- 
demptive price paid. 


The Tomb 


Fourth, He was laid in Joseph’s tomb. 
Hell must have held high carnival. The 
Prince of Life is dead! But from the 
tomb He arose, for it was not possible 
that He should be holden of it. He met 
Mary but said, “Touch me not, for I have 
not yet ascended to my Father and your 
Father.” Then as on the wings of the 
morning He descended into Hades to 
proclaim His victory on the Cross. 


Hades was a place where the saints, 
who died in the faith of the coming 
Messiah, were waiting the consummation 
of the redemption of the Cross. In 
Hades He proclaimed His victory, led 
captivity captive and abolished the in- 
termediate state of the dead. 
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Do you remember the song we some- 
times sing, “He tore the bars away, 
Jesus my Saviour?” If applied to the 
resurrection it would not be true. For 
He did not “tear the bars away.” He 
staid the full time, and paid the full 
penalty, then arose, having met every 
demand of the law. But if you apply 
the words of the hymn to His mission to 
Hades, it has meaning, for when He led 
those who were in waiting out, “He tore 
the bars away” and did away with the 
intermediate state as pertained to be- 
lievers.

The Great Question 


The great question that “will not 
down” is “what must I do to be saved?” 
I answer in the most simple manner pos- 
sible that all may understand. 


First, Confess your sins to God, in 
public or alone, it matters not. I John 
1:9 declares, “If we confess our sin, He 
is faithful and just to forgive us our sins 
and to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” Confess to Christ, fully and be- 
lieve He keeps His Promise and forgives 
YOU. 


Second, Repent of your sins. Re- 
pentance means to give up sin and turn 
from all that you know to be wrong. 
God does not save people in their sins 
but from them. Peter declares, Acts

Headquarters, sent by Paul N. Revere, 
give an insight into daily routine prob-

(1) I am always more than thankful 
for your letters. They warm our hearts 
and encourage us on this field because 
we know Christians in America are bear- 
ing us to the Throne. I cannot find 
words either in English or Kru dialect, 
to express my thanks for God’s love, ex- 
pressed through Defender Readers, to 
help my poor, needy people. 


(2) The work out here is getting 
greater each year. We are kept busy 
with our 12 stations and headquarters in 
Krutown. More stations will be estab- 
lished. We are witnessing souls added 


_to the Kingdom almost daily, and this 


calls for widening the organization and 
developing native Preachers to shepherd 
the flocks. 


Some time ago, thieves broke in and 
stole mest of my clothing. This did 
much harm, and made me think of Paul 





the Apostle, in his letter to the Church 
of the Corinthians, where he said: “In 
journeyings often, in perils of waters, 
in perils of robbers, in perils by mine 
own countrymen, in perils by the 
heathen, in perils in the city, in perils in 
the wilderness, in perils in the sea, in 
perils among false brethren; in weari- 
ness and painfulness,in watchings often, 
in hunger and thirst, in fastings often, 
in cold and nakedness.” 


(3) I am writing from Grand Bassa 
very briefly at this time, for I still feel 
greatly shocked over Satan’s attempt to 
destroy my life. I left Monrovia on the 
23rd, and reached Grand Bassa the 24th. 
I was on my way to our native Confer- 
ference. Before reaching land at Grand 
Bassa, the boat began to leak and to- 
day it is all in pieces. This is a sad loss, 
for to travel in other people’s rented 
boats is too expensive. 


Please, dear Dr. Winrod, try your 
best to help us replace the valuable boat, 
the cost of which will be $480.00. If you 
can give the entire Defender Family the 
chance, maybe some will see it is a great 
emergency to our work, and help us. 
This you will see to be a very urgent 
need. The other native Kru Christians 
here have joined me in using Deuteron- 
omy 31:6-8 as the text for our prayer, 
and I shall send the letter via air mail 
Clipper.

ert six months ago, in a com- 

munity of Northern Mexico, a Chris- 
tian conference was in progress, with 
both native missionaries and leaders from 
the States as speakers. Persons antago- 
nistic to the Lord’s work, stirred up a 
group of fanatical women who quick!ly 
assembled a mob, and with sticks and 
stones, sought to kill the Christians, in- 
cluding a native Pastor. 





The gathering closed and the Ameri- 
cans escaped from the building before 
the fury reached its greatest degree of 
intensity, but the Pastor was not so for- 
tunate. One of the leaders saw him in 
the semi-darkness, as he was preparine 
to leave the chapel. With a roar of an- 
ger, the mob started in pursuit. 


A native Christian saw what was hap- 
pening and rushed to the rescue, by a 
ruse taking the place of the Pastor, 
leading the crowd in a different direc- 
tion. When overtaken, he courageously 
faced flailing clubs and flying stones, 
and convinced the pursuers he was not 
the man they sought. In the meantime 
the Pastor made his way to a place of 
safety. 


Reports of the commotion reached lo- 
cal authorities and quick action was 
taken. Soldiers were sent to quell the 
mob, finding about 350 men and womeu 
intent on murder. When the group saw 
the authorities meant business, they en- 
deavored to escape, but the women re- 
sponsible for the disturbance were ar- 
rested and placed in prison. The Pastor 
and his friends were summoned to make 
charges against them, but refused to 
do so. The magistrate then permitted 
this Christian band to enter the jail 
and notify the prisoners they were free 


to return to their homes. 


Upon entering the prison, the Pastor 
spoke kindly to the women and preached 
a Gospel sermon—no doubt the first

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they had ever heard. He concluded by 
saying that, as a servant of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, he had preferred no charg- 
es against them, even though they haa 
tried to kill him and his American 
friends. 


It would be impossible ‘to picture the 
astonishment of the women upon hear- 
ing about this act of mercy from the lips 
of one whom they had been exhorted to 
hate. Needless to say, they departed 
quietly to their homes with a different 
feeling in their hearts, and a determina- 
tion never again to molest Christian 
worshippers. 


“Therefore, if thine enemy hunger, 
feed him: if he thirst, give him to drink: 
for in so doing thou shalt heap coals of 
fire on his head. Be not overcome of 
evil, but overcome evil with good.” 


Cuba Challenges 


EV. and MRS. ARTHUR W. PAIN, 

faithful missionaries in Cuba, send 
a message to American Christians which 
must challenge everyone to gréater ef- 
fort in helping extend the Gospel Testi- 
mony in their part of the world. 











Sin in multiple forms is reported ev- 
erywhere rampant, but there is also a 
deep hunger for the Word of God. The 
people respond quickly to the message, 
whether given in sermon, song, or over 
the air. Many American boys are now 
stationed in Cuba, but little is being done 
for their spiritual welfare. 


During January, the Pains conducted 
special revival services in Guantanamo, 
on the extreme end of the island from 
Havana. They write an amusing account 
of the journey, which consumed 35 hours 
traveling 700 miles, on the “1890 Cuban 
Special.” The passengers were white, 
brown, and black, and the train was ex- 
press, freight, and first, second and third 
class passengers. The trip was made to 
the accompaniment of crowing roosters, 
cackling hens, grunting pigs, and crying 
babies, as the eighteen cars rambled 
along narrow rails over high mountains. 

At Guantanamo, they found one of the 
most needy places in all the world. But 
in response to prayer and evangelistic 
effort, the Holy Spirit moved with 
mighty convicting power and large num- 
bers accepted Christ. Mr. and Mrs. Pain 
report that even though opposition to 
the Gospel was great, doors of oppor-

In Hsunhsien, the center of idol wor- 
ship in North Honan Province, the first 
convert was a wicked Police Officer 
whose eyesight had been restored by an 
operation. The next was the Mayor, 
and before a great while, the Holy Spirit 
moved in such a mighty way that whole 
audiences would rise as one man and de- 
clare themselves believers. From this 
center, the Gospel of the Grace of God 
went out in all directions. The converted 
Officer was of much help, and succeeded 
in quelling opposition on the part of 
pagan priests. 


Much is told of Chinese manners and 
customs, especially concerning their re- 
ligion. The book has a profound educa- 
tional value. One group described, is 


called “The Merit Seekers.” These take 
long pilgrimages, visiting renowned 
shrines of heathen worship. They be- 


lieve that the more suffering the pilgrim 
endures, the greater the merit stored up 
in the life to come. One of these “holy 
men” became an early trophy of Grace 
under the ministry of the Goforths, and 
became a powerful native evangelist. 
During his fourteen years in the mission, 
he became known as “Nathanael,” be- 
cause he was without gile, sincere and 
gentle, yet zealous for the truth.

HIS historical novel exemplifies the 

power of Jesus to transform the most 
sinful character. The hero of the story 
is Lucius Metullus, the hardened Roman 
soldier who once hated Jesus because of 
all that He represented — righteousness, 
goodness and love. It was this man 
who plaited the Crown of Thorns and 
pressed it upon the Master’s head. 


But not until he bowed in mock rev- 
erence, his piercing black eyes meeting 
the tender eyes of Jesus, did Lucius 
really see, and understand Jesus. There- 
upon, he became a changed man. 


The narrative credits him with stop- 
ping the flogging of Jesus. As He later 
fell beneath the Cross, Lucius beckoned 
Simon of Cyrene to help the Master, 
promising to pay him for it. And it was 
Lucius who gambled for the robe, to keep 
it as a precious symbol of the forgive- 
ness he felt, as he heard the words: 
“Father forgive them, for they know 
not what they do.” 


The interest of the Reader is held by 
the spiritual growth of Lucius and the 
centurion, Gaius, who admitted that it 
must indeed have been the Son of God 
whom they had helped to crucify. 


When Lucius rescues a twelve-year- 
old maiden, he learns from her more 
about Jesus, and accepts Him as Lord 
and Saviour. His contact with Stephen 
and the Mother of Jesus, serves to 
strengthen faith, until at last he is 
privileged to lay down his life for the 
One Who lifted him from a life of sin. 








WHERE ARE THE DEAD? By Rey. 
W. H. Compton. Salem Publishing 
House. Pages 48. Price 50 cents. 











R. COMPTON seeks to answer ques- 

tions which come to every person, 
Are human beings conscious, after dis- 
solution of the physical body? Does the 
Bible teach that the soul and spirit go 
to heaven or hell, when the body passes 
away? 


Philosophy and science are unable to 
answer these questions. Spiritualism has 
failed. Speculation is in vain. The only 
sure source of information is the Word 
of God, and its meanings are too often 
distorted by those who try to make it 
fit preconceived ideas. 


One cannot read Mr. Compton’s evan- 
gelistic argument without the feeling 
that it is best to prepare for eternal life 
“while it is called today,” that “today 
is the day of salvation” —for there will 
be no post mortem opportunity to gain 
a happy future state. God knows His 
children by their family resemblance to 
the Elder Brother, and the only possible 
way to become a member of His family 
is by being born into it, during this life. 


The Author says: “I send this little 
book out that it may stir hearts and be 
a blessing to all who read. It is not the 
writer’s intention to cause a difference 
to arise in the minds of readers as to 
this subject. We pray that after you 
read this book, it will help you to have 
a better understanding of Scriptural 
truth.” 


Mr. Compton evidently prepared his . 


manuscript for the printer with consid- 
erable haste. Typographically, it appears 
to be the text of sermons preached, taken 
down in short hand. This kind of 
preparation imposes handicaps upon 
authors, but also conveys something of 
the refreshing spontaneity that accom- 
panies public delivery of messages.

Our Lord’s Intercessory Prayer 
John 17 

















OLDEN TEXT: “Holy Father, keep 
“ through thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me, that they may be 
one, as we are.” John 17:11. 


In this chapter there are seven peti- 
tions: (1) That the Son may be glori- 
fied—verse 1, (2) for the restoration of 
eternal glory—verse 5, (3) for the safe- 
ty of believers from the world and the 
evil one—verses 11 and 15, (4) for the 
sanctification of believers—verse 17, (5) 
for the spiritual unity of believers— 
verse 21, (6) that the world may be- 
lieve—verse 21, and (7) that His fol- 
lowers may be assured of Heaven, to 
share His glory. 


Seven times Jesus refers to believers 
as precious possessions given to Him 
by the Father—verses 2, 6 (two refer- 
ences) 9, 11, 12, 24. 


In this, the greatest of all recorded 
prayers, Jesus pours His heart out to 
the Father. The hour for which He 
came into the world is at hand. He 
thinks of both His Father and His dis- 
ciples. He is homesick to return from 
whence He came, but his great loving 
heart aches for those who have become 
followers on the earth. 


He prays for the disciples whom He 
knew would soon be scattered and perse- 
cuted. He speaks of them as having 
come “out of the world”—meaning that 
they had been transplanted from the 
First Adam to the Second Adam. God 
had given Him the choicest spirits of the 
age, to carry on the work after His de- 
parture. He had promised: “Greater 
works than these shall ye do, because I 
go to the Father.” Yet within a few 
hours they would be quaking with fear, 
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and in great distress. Jesus prays for 
them, that through love and unity, they 
shall glorify Him, and He in turn glorify 
the Father. 


Having interceded for Himself and 
the immediate disciples, His prophetic 
eye looked down the slope of the cen- 
turies, to behold vast multitudes who 
would believe on Him. He made suppli- 
cation for their unity. Only as Chris- 
tians are ONE IN LOVE AND FAITH 
can they demonstrate Christ to the world. 


While in this age believers will not 
agree on all points of doctrine, yet there 
is one common ground where they are 
expected to meet and that is DIVINE 
LOVE. No true Christian will be harsh, 
cruel, bitter, mean and ungracious to- 
ward other members of the body of 
Christ. “And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three; but the greatest of 
these is charity.” 


As the love of Jesus reached out to 
multitudes yet unborn, so also the growti 
of a Christian may be calculated by his 
sympathetic interest in others. The love 
of Christ in the heart of a believer is 
like a stone thrown into a pool. The 
waves start at the point of contact, but 
do not stay there. In ever widening cir- 
cles, they reach the uttermost edges of 
the pool. So His love goes and grows, 
until it reaches incalculable areas, bring- 
ing blessings to others.

The Appearances After the 
Resurrection 
John 20:18 to 21:25 

















OLDEN TEXT: “I am,alive for ever- 
more.” Revelation 1:18. 


Ancient law provided for the establish- 
ment of a fact, at the mouth of two or 
three witnesses. The greatest fact of 
the ages, the Resurrection of Jesus 
Christ, has been attested by “many in- 
fallible proofs.” 


Fortunately for us, there remains no 
doubt whatsoever about the triumph of 
the Lord Jesus over death. He showed 
Himself alive, not only once to two or 
three persons, but many times, to many 





individuals and groups, during a space 
of forty days. 


There was not the slightest doubt in 
the minds of at least five hundred per- 
sons, that the tomb no longer held the 
Lord. Among this number were some 
who were not expecting His Resurrec- 
tion, and at first refused to believe .. . 
but seeing, became faithful witnesses and 
later sealed their testimony with blood. 
Saul of Tarsus, a Jew who hated the new 
faith, breathed out slaughter, but on the 
Damascus road saw the risen Christ, and 
the sight caused him to reverse his en- 
tire attitude, and say: “I am crucified 
with Christ: nevertheless J live; yet not 
I, but Christ liveth in me.” 

It is upon this great fact that our hope 
of eternal bliss is founded. Does death 
end all for us? Paul says the answer de- 
pends upon whether Christ arose from 
the tomb. “And if Christ be not risen, 
then is our preaching vain, and your 
faith is also vain. And if Christ be not 
raised, your faith is also vain; ye are 
yet in your sins. Then they also whica 
are fallen asleep in Christ are perished. 
If in this life only, we have hope in 
Christ, we are of all men most miser- 
able. But now is Christ risen from 
the dead, and become the first fruits 
of them that slept.” I Cor. 15:13-20. 


In this lesson is recorded the appear- 
ance of Jesus to ten disciples, Thomas 
being absent, and Judas gone. Behind 
locked doors for fear of the Jews, they 
suddenly became aware of a Presence 
with them. The pierced hands and side 
identified the Visitor as the Master. Sor- 
row and weeping are gone, for, “Then 
were the disciples glad, when they saw 
the Lord.” 


The Resurrection established, no long- 
er would they be cringing cowards, but 
instead militant heroes to carry the ban- 
ner of the Cross. Never would hardship 
and suffering daunt them. They fol- 
lowed a risen Saviour Who demonstrated 
the right to say: “I 4m the resurrection 
and the life. He that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live.” 


Thomas, the doubter, was present at 
the next meeting of the disciples. Hon-

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est, but skeptical, he refused to believe, 
unless privileged to actually examine the 
wounds. At the invitation of the Lord, 
he shouted, “My Lord and my God!” 
Love had conquered doubt and fear. The 
faith that led to a martyr’s crown had 
been established in the heart of Thomas.

An old book of sermons by Gipsy 
Smith, contains a message entitled 
“There Ye Shall See Him,” builded 
around the text Mark 16:7. Im it the 
Gipsy Evangelist said: 


I sometimes wonder if Peter would 
have become the apostle he became after- 
wards, if Jesus hadn’t said, “And Peter.” 
Peter knew the torture of saying, “I 
don’t know Him.” And as he went out, 
Jesus looked at him as if to say, “Don’t 
you know me, Peter? You were present 
at the opening of the eyes of the blind 
man; you were present with me when 1 
raised your wife’s mother from the fe- 
ver. Peter, Peter don’t you know me?” 
No. He didn’t tantalize Peter when 
Feter’s heart was already broken. 


And do you know, Jesus is ever loath 
to condemn those who deny Him? He 
is. He knows the struggle every soul 
has, the fight that goes on in the arena 
of every man’s private life. 


Have you ever thought about Peter 
and Judas? There is not very much dif- 
ference. One sold Him for thirty pieces 
of silver, the other denied Him. Sup- 
pose Judas had come back with Peter? 
I wonder what would have happened? I 
have faith enough to believe that if 
Judas had come back with Peter, Jesus 
would have forgiven him and cleansed 
his heart. And, remember, Jesus did 
wash his feet. If he had come back in 
penitence he would have washed his 
heart. 


If Judas had only had sense enough 
to come back. I say that because I want 
every man and woman here to feel, I 
don’t care how big or black your sins, 
that Jesus will open His arms if you 
come. 

Jesus said to Simon Peter, “Simon, 
lovest thou me?” You know the inter- 
view. I wish you would let your soul 
have that kind of a talk with Jesus 
today. And to ‘show you how wonder- 
fully Jesus forgives, He made Peter the 
chief spokesman at the first great Pen- 
tecostal service. 
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April 4, 1943 
Peter and John Become Disciples 
of Jesus 
John 1:29-42; Mark 1:16-20 
































OLDEN TEXT: “And Jesus said unto 
them, Come ye after me, and I wiil 
make you fishers of men.” Mark 1:7. 


Peter’s call came on the Sea of Galilee, 
where four partners were engaged in 
fishing. The people were pressing upon 
Jesus to hear His words. Entering a 
boat, which at His request was thrust out 
a little from the land, He addressed the 
multitude. After this, He wrought the 
miracle of the great draught of fishes, 
foreshadowing the success of the apos- 
tles as fishers of men. Peter and An- 
drew immediately accepted the call, and, 
leaving all, were soon joined by James 
and John. 


The incident recorded in John 1:35-33 
indicates that John had previously be- 
come a disciple of John the Baptist. The 
fact that he mentioned only Andrew, 
thus omitting his own name, is con- 
sistent with his usual manner of nam. 
ing himself simply as “that other dis- 
ciple,” “the disciple whom Jesus loved,” 
ete. John and Andrew, being disciples 
of John the Baptist, acquired knowledge 
that enhanced their usefulness to Jesus. 
Observing that the two were following 
Him, the Master answered their query as 
to where He lived by saying, “Come and 
see.” 


In the second quarter of the year’s 
Sunday School lessons, Christians 
throughout the Country will enter upon 
a study of the life and letters of Peter 
and John. The above information re- 
garding their respective calls to disciple - 
ship is therefore essential. 


Jesus was baptized by John the Bap- 
tist at Jordan, after which He retired 
to the wilderness for a struggle of forty 
days with Satan. Only the Gospel of 
John records the return of Jesus to Ju- 
dea after the Temptation, and before 
the official inauguration of His minis- 
try in Galilee. 


Jesus came down from the Mount of 
Temptation and arrived at Bethabara, on 
the Jordan, where John was still baptiz- 
ing. About this time a deputation of 
Jews from the Sanhedrin made their 
appearance, for the purpose of question- 
ing the Baptist. They wanted to know 
if he professed to be the Messiah. Jesus,

| stood among the crowd, as John de-

In these and other clear cut phrases, 
John the Baptist proclaimed the Messiah. 
ship of Christ. The following day, John 
saw Jesus coming toward him and said: 
“Behold the Lamb of God, which taketh 
away the sin of the world.” He was not 
a monarch to drive Caesar from the 
Roman throne, but the Lamb of God, 
meek, gentle, submissive, doomed to 
death—to become the fountain of salva- 
tion to a sinful race of human beings. 


No public display was made, no fan- 
fare\ attended the beginning. Quietly 
and unobtrusively the great work began. 
When John described the approaching 
Figure as “the Lamb of God,” his two 
disciples immediately left to follow Jesus. 


Thoroughly convinced that this was the 
long expected Messiah, the two weni 
away to communicate the joyful news to 
others. Andrew departed to find his 
brother, Simon Peter, and “brought him 
to Jesus.” The next day, Philip, accept- 
ing the invitation “Follow me,” located 
Nathanael, “and saith unto him, We have 
found him of whom Moses in the law, 
and the prophets, did write, Jesus of 
Nazareth.” To Nathanael’s scepticism 
Philip answered, “Come and see,” and 
Nathanael, whole guileless heart did not 
make up for imperfect knowledge, was 
won, being willing to listen and ask 
questions.

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He Died Of A Broken Heart

66 A ND being in an agony, he prayed 
more earnestly; and his sweat was, 


down to the ground.” Luke 22:44. “Re- 
proach hath broken my heart: and I am 
full of heaviness.” Psalms 69:30. 


The Old Testament brings before us 
many pen pictures and types of the 
Christ, Who was predicted to.come. The 
opening book of the Bible contains a de- 
scription of the first man, Adam, who is 
a type of the second Adam. As Adam is 
the federal head of the human race... 
so also Christ is the federal head of the 
new race. 


When original humanity crashed at 
the time of the Fall of Man, plans for 
producing a new race were announced. 
“The first man Adam was made a living 
soul. The last man Adam was made a 
quickening spirit.” “The first man is of 
the earth earthy; the second man is the 
Lord from heaven.” “As in Adam all 


Human life flows from the first Adam. 
Eternal life flows from the second Adam. 
Paul, in his letters, draws a comparison 
between the first and second Adams. A 
few of his parallelisms are as follows: 


In Adam all die. In Christ all made 


alive. 
The first Adam. The last Adam. 
A living soul. A quickening spirit. 
Natural. 


Out of the earth. Out of heaven. 


Spiritual. 


Earthy. Heavenly. 
Image pf the earthy. Image of the 


heavenly. 


Dead in: trespasses and sins. Alive 


unto God. 
Children of wrath. Children of God. 


Under judgment, condemned. Justified 
and accepted. 


Far-off. Made nigh. 

Without God. Brought to God. 
Enemies. Reconciled. 

Hath not life. Hath eternal life. 





Our attention is directed to another 


type of Christ in the opening pages of 
the Bible. A deep sleep came upon 
Adam, and by a mysterious process, a 
bride was taken from his side. We read 
that God made a woman for Adam. The 
word “made,” in the original text, actual- 
ly means “builded.” God builded Adam 
a bride. A deep sleep came upon him. 
There is a difference between “sleep” 
and “deep sleep.” A “deep sleep” means 
that Adam went into an unconscious 
state. 


Now, let us look down the vista of the 
centuries to Calvary. The second Adam 
is in a deep sleep—the sleep of death. 
A spear is plunged into His side, and 
forthwith comes blood and water, for the 
cleansing of His Church. His blood was 
shed that His bride, the Church, might 
be born. As the bride of the first Adam, 
came from his side so also the 
Church came from the side of the sec- 
ond Adam. The Church is to Christ 
what Eve was to Adam. 


God: builded for Adam a woman, and 
Christ is building a Church. Every re- 
generate mortal is a member of the 
Church. The book of Ephesians is the 
Church book of the Bible. In it Paul 
says: “Husbands, love your wives, even 
as Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it.” 


Consider Isaac, the son of Abraham. 
Isaac’s birth involved a miracle, for 
Abraham was one hundred years old and 
Sarah barren. The birth of Christ was a 
miracle. He was “conceived by the Holy 
Ghost and born of the Virgin Mary.” 


Abraham was about to offer Isaac in 
sacrifice. He bound the child on the altar. 
He even had his arm raised, when the 
voice of Jehovah spoke. Isaac was raised 
up. This is a type of Christ on the 
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Cross, offered for the sins of the world. 
As Abraham raised Isaac from the altar 
of sacrifice, so also Christ was raised 
from the dead. 


Isaac’s name was given to him before 
he was born. Likewise Christ was named 
before He was born. “The angel said: 
Thou shalt call his name Jesus, for he 
shall save his people from their sins.” 


Isaac wanted a bride. His father 
Abraham sent the chief servant Eliezer, 
into a far country, in search of a wife 
for his son. Isaac and his bride are 
types of Christ and His Church. Abra- 
ham’s servant typifies the Holy Spirit 
who is in the earth, seeking out a bride 
for Christ. 


When the servant found Rebekah, she 
joined the caravan at once and started 
home with Eliezer..As the party drew 
near, a man was seen walking toward 
them in the field. She inquired and 
learned that it was Isaac. She leaped 
from the camel and ran to meet him. 


When Christ returns, His _ living 
Church, His bride, will run to meet Him. 
“We which are alive and remain until 
the coming of the Lord,” will run to 
meet Him. 


In the conversation with Nicodemus, 
Jesus said: “As Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up.” The phrase 
“lifted up” appears five tinves in the 
book of John. He “must be lifted up.” 
He “must die.” His death was “fore- 
ordained before the foundation of the 
world.” “He was made sin.” “He was 
made a curse for us.” “Cursed is every- 
one that hangeth on a tree.” Jesus had 
to die on a Cross.

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They tried to mob Him in a syna- 
gogue. They tried to stone Him. They 
tried to throw Him over a cliff. They 
tried to kill Him with a lash. All at- 
tempts failed, because He had to die on 
a Cross. 


In Eden it was announced that He 
would bruise the serpent’s head, and it 
was also predicted that the serpent 
would bruise His heel. Crucifixion is the 
only mode of execution that bruises the 
human heel. When the nails were driven 
through the ankle bones, His heel was 
pressed tight against the Cross and 
bruised. It was inevitable that He 
should die on a Cross. 


The night was full of tragedy. The 
Passover moon was high. Two hours 
had passed since Judas left the table. 
Already the Lord had awakened His 
disciples three times. A’ mob had as- 
sembled in the garden. Jesus knew His 
hour had come. He gave up voluntarily. 
They did not need to treat Him as a com- 
mon criminal, but they did. His trial 
was illegal, according to Roman law, for 
more than twenty reasons. He was 
charged with blasphemy. Later the 
charge was changed to sedition. 


Let it be remembered that Jesus 
did not die by crucifixion. It was not 
the Cross that killed Him. He GAVE 
His life; no one took it from Him. It 
requires many hours, or even days, to 
die by crucifixion. Death by crucifixion 
is a slow, lingering process. There are 
instances where victims have hung on 
crosses for as long as three days, be- 
fore pronounced dead. 


Two men were hanging on crosses by 
His side. Pilate granted permission to 
break the legs of the three, and thus 
hasten death. When the soldiers reached 
Jesus, they found He was already dead. 
They were surprised that He should 
have died so soon. He was only a young 
man in the prime of life, strong and 
healthy. They asked: “How does it hap- 
pen that He is dead?” 


Notice, please the authorities 
ordered the soldiers to break the bones 
of Christ’s body, but they did not. Why? 
Because Psalms 34:20 had decreed: “He 
keepeth all his bones, not one of them is 
broken.” God, speaking through His 
prophet, had said in substance: “Keep 
your hands off the bones of the body of 
My Son. They must not be broken.” 
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To make certain that Jesus was really 
dead, and not merely in a swoon, a 
soldier plunged a spear into His side, 
and “forthwith came blood and water.” 
The soldier had to use a spear because 
it was predicted in Zechariah 12:10: 
“They shall look upon me whom they 
have pierced.” That day, true to 
prophecy, the Jews looked upon Him 
whom they pierced. 


If Jesus did not die of crucifixion, 
then, how did He die? Medical men 
who have examined the evidence think 
they have a clue as to the cause of His 
death. The fact of blood and water com- 
ing from His side, indicates that He 
actually died of a broken heart. 


There is such a thing as loving so 
deeply, and suffering emotional agony 
to such a depth of remorse, that the 
physical heart collapses. Water and 
blood from the side is scientific evidence 
of a broken heart. This is the way Jesus 
Christ loved sinners. Had you been the 
only lost soul in the world, He would 
have willingly given His life for you! 


Christ actually died of a ruptured 
heart. For this reason He was already 











dead when the soldiers came to examine 
Him. They had to hasten death for two 
thieves, but our Lord had already died of 
a broken heart. 


Now, we have the testimony of Luke, 
a physician, who has left a careful rec- 
ord. He was an expert, schooled in the 
science of his day. He wrote of the 
bloody sweat that oozed through the 
pores of Christ’s body. “Being in an 
agony, he prayed more earnestly, and 
his sweat was, as it were, great drops 
of blood falling down on the ground.” 


Turning again to the prophecies, we 
find David speaking of our Lord”s 
agony in these words: “Reproach hath 
broken my heart.” The fact that His 
sweat was blood is further proof that 
His heart was ruptured. It will also be 
recalled that He was so weak, from the 
loss of blood, He could not carry the 
Cross up the hill of Calvary. There He 
hangs, the broken-hearted Christ! 


O Love that wilt not let me go, 

I rest my weary soul in Thee, 

I give Thee back the love I owe, 
That in Thine ocean depths its flow 
Might richer, fuller be.

HEN I was a mere boy in the hill 

country of Kentucky, there would 
come to our home occasionally an old 
crippled Minister of the Gospel. When 
he came, we kiddies felt, or at least I 
felt, that God was in our home. 


He talked about preaching among the 
Indians in Oklahoma, and other meetings 
over the Country, as we eagerly listened 
to him — all seated about an open hick- 
ory log fire burning brightly in the fire 
place of our mountain log cabin. Those 
were the wonderful days, happy child- 
hood days, free from pressure of a 
thousand ills, as we know them now. All 
I seemed to fear was that I might not 
merit the Love of the Man this old Min- 
ister talked about. 


Wonderful it all was, and I have 
wished a thousand times that I might be 
able to get hold on a crank of some sort 
and roll back time to the days of my 
childhood, and then start traveling again. 
I know surely that I would walk the path 
that He walked for me. 





Well, our heart seems to beat a little 
faster, and our eyes grow dim with tears 
as we think of the days long since gone. 
Mother, who was in the company then 
and listened eagerly to the old Preach- 
er, is now sleeping under the cedar, 
away down in Texas. When I think of 
her, it makes me want to button my coat 
a little tighter and brace myself for a 
firmer step as I press forward to the 
prize of the high calling as it is in Christ 
Jesus, and the resurrection day. 


I was looking through some files to- 
day, and there was an outstanding para- 


graph that fastened upon me’ from the, 


statement of Rev. A. E. Wendt of Den- 
ver, who suddenly was denied the privi- 
leges of broadcasting after several years 
on the air. The statement is, and I 
quote: “Once there was a time when Gos- 
pel Ministers were regarded with rever- 
ence, but now times have changed.
